TS libel is exhibited by the Right 
Hon. Edmund, Earl of Cork. and 
Orrery, in the kingdom of Ireland, and 
Baron Marſton in the county of Somerſet, 
againſt the Rt. Hon. Ann, Counteſs of 
Cork and Orrery. 

It ſets forth that, in the months of May, 
June, July, and Auguſt, 1764, the Earl 
of Cork and Orrery, being a batchelor of 


* J 
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the age of twenty-one years and upwards, 


made his addreſſes to Lady Cork and Or- 


rery (then Ann Courtney, niece of the Rt. 
Hon. John earl of Sandwich) at that time 

a ſpinſter, of the age of twenty-one years 
and upwards. That, on the 31ſt of Au- 
guſt, 1764, the ſaid Earl of Cork and Or- 
rery, and Ann Courtney, were lawfully 
joined together in holy matrimony, in the 
- dwelling-houſe of the Rt. Hon. John Earl 
of Sandwich: that, after the ſolemnizati- 
on of the ſaid marriage, the ſaid Earl and 
Counteſs of Cork and Orrery conſummat- 
ed the ſame, by "carnal copulation and 
procreation of children ; and lived and co- 
habited together as man and wife.. 

That, in the year 177 3, the ſaid Counteſs 
of Cork and Orrery,withoutany provocati- 
on whatever (being unmindful of her con- 
Jigal'vow) withdrew herſelf from the houſe 
and family of her ſaid huſband; and hath 
ever ſince continued to live ſeparate and 
apart from him; notwithſtanding he hath 
often, by himſelf and friends, requeſted 
and deſired that ſhe would return to him 
and her family. 

That his lordſhip always behaved to- 
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wards his ſaid wife with all love and affecti- 
on; and as became a good huſband ; and 
he is not a perſon who would be guilty of 
a breach of his marriage vo ww. 

That. the ſaid Counteſs of Cork and 005 
rery, in the ſummer of the year 1779, for- 
getting her duty to her faid huſband, and 
in open violation of her conjugal vow, be- 
came acquainted with one Charles Newby, 
a young man employed at the public thea- 
tres, to play upon the violencello, (and at 
that time engaged at the theatre in the 
Hay-market) and commenced an adulte- 
rous intercourſe with him; and very of- 
ten, in the proſecution of ſuch her adulte- 
rous connection, invited him home to her 
houſe in Qyueen-ſtreet, near Berkley- 
ſquare; and then and there they very fre- 
quently committed the crime of adul tery 
together. 

That the Counteſs of Cork and Ortery 
(though then an kbſolute ſtranger to the 
ſaid John Charles Newby, except having 
ſeen him at the theatre) ſent a letter to 
him by Mr. Alexander Rice, a box-keeper 
at the Hay-market theatre, which was de- 
livered to. him and the following hint 
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was given in the faid letter, —® Lady Cork 
will be at home to-morrow morning at 11 
o'clock, when. the muſic may be brought.” 


That, in conſequence thereof, he waited 


en Lady Cork, but did not carry the muſic 
of the tambourine dance, or any other mu- 
ſic. with him, as requeſted in the ſaid letter. 
That Lady Cork ſent the ſaid Newby 
repeated invitations, by letter, by chair- 
men, ſervants, &c. to come to her at her 
faid houſe; but, in order more effectually 
to conceal the real intent of his coming, 
Lady Cork artfully wrote her ſaid Letters 
of Invitation, as if it was on account of 
muſic that ſhe wiſhed to ſee him; whereas 
the party proponent doth expreſsly alledge, 


ttat it was the better to carry on the adul- 


terous intercourſe which had taken place 
between them; for, in fact, the ſaid Lady 
Cork did not, nor does, play upon any 
muſical inſtrument ; ſhe has not any ſuch 
in her houſe, nor did the ſaid Newby, at 
any of the times he viſited her, ever carry 
any muſic with him; well knowing that it 
was his company, and not muſic, which 
her ladyſhip was ſolicitous of having. 

That, very ſoon after the firſt viſit, her 
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adyſhip behaved to Mr. Newby in ſuch a 
nanner, as gave him to underſtand that 
attachment ſhe had towards him; and 
rom that time, during the remainder of 
the ſummer, he conſtantly viſited her, at 
er houſe in Queen- ſtreet; and, at ſuch 
imes, they were conſtantly alone for ſeve- 
ral hours at a time; generally, from about 
eleven o'clock in the morning till four or 
five in the afternoon ; and where they fre- 
quently had the carnal uſe and knowledge 
df each other's body, upon the ſopha and 
Chairs in the ſaid drawing- room; and 
thereby repeatedly committed the crime of 
adultery together. 

That the ſervants have, ſeveral times, 
ſurpriſed the ſaid Lady Cork, and John 
Charles Newby, in very indecent and im- 
proper ſituations, as well upon the ſopha 
as otherwiſe, 

That John Charles Newby, at length 


growing weary of the connection, deter- 
mined not to viſit Lady Cork again, pre- 
tending, in one of his letters, that he was, 
a married man ; though he was not really 
ſo : her ladyſhip nevertheleſs continued to 


ſend him letters, entreating and deſiring 
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to ſee him again (in ſome of which ſhe en- 
cloſed money ;) and her importunities at 
length became ſo frequent, that, in order 

finally to put an end thereto, he gave di- 
rections to his ſervant, not to take any 

more letters in which came from her la- 
| dyſhip; and ſeveral, which were known 
to have been ſent by her, have been re- 
fuſed. 

The party proponent therefore prays 
ttt right and juſtice may be adminiſtered 
to him and his party in the premiſes, and 
that he may be divorced from bed, board, 
and mutual cohabitation with the ſaid 
Counteſs of Cork and Orrery, his __

Tu. Depoſition of Jain Charles Newly, 


TOHN CHARLES NEWBY, of Surry- 
ſtreet, in the, pariſh of St. Clement 
Danes, in the county of Middleſex, gen- 
tleman, aged thirty-one years and up- 
wards, a witneſs produced and ſworn. 
To the eighth, ninth, tenth and ele- 
yenth, articles of the ſaid libel, he depoſes 
and ſays, That he has known the Right 
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Honourable Edmund Earl of Cork and 
Orrery, party in this cauſe, by fight, for 
about eight or nine years; and came to 
know him by his being pointed out to him, 
and ſeeing him at public places: and it 
was alſo by that means, and he believes 
it might be four or five years ago (but the 
deponent cannot ſpeak certain oy) that he 
firſt came to know 155 Right Honourable 
Ann, Counteſs of Cork and Orrery, the 
wife of the faid Lord Cork, and the other 
RY rty in this cauſe; He further Caith, 
hat he received the paper writing, mark 
ed C, now ſhewn to him from hex ladyſhip;

knowledge or belief, at any time fince the _ 
ſaid ſeparation, by himſelf or friends, ap- 
plied to Lady Cork to live with him again, 1 
She further ſaith, that ſhe remembers a 
young man's calling once at Lady Cork's | 
houſe, in Queen-ſtreet, Berkley-ſquare, | 


and believes that he ſaw Lady Cork; but 

knows not how long he ſtaid with her La- 
dyſhip, or whether he made any ſtay at 

all: that the ſaid young man was an entire

means, came toknow Lady Cork, who fre- 
quented the ſaid theatre. 

He further ſaith, That during the ſum- 
mer ſeaſon of the year 177 9, but more par- 
ticularly he cannot recollect, he one time 
waited upon her ladyſhip, at her houſe in 
Queen-ftreet, May- Fair, in the county of 
Middleſex, reſpecting her ladyſhip's en- 
gaging a box for that or a future night; 
and ſhe told the deponent ſhe wanted a 
piece of muſic wrote out, and aſked him 
if he would deliver a letter for her to Mr. 
Newby ; thereby meaning one of the gen- 
tleman of the band belonging to the ſaid 
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eatre; and the deponent told her lady-

of the ſaid theatre, ever to engage a box for

That the box which Lady Cork always 
fixed upon, and fat in (if diſengaged) is

He laſtly. ſaith, That he is frequently

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To the third interrogatory, he anſwers, 
That Mr. Newby has never been a per- 
former, or otherwiſe, at Covent Garden 
theatre, fince the n hath belong» 
ed thereto. 

To the fourth interrogatory, the re- 
ſpondent anſwers,” That he is frequently 
upon. the ſtage, and in other places, at the 
Hay Market, during the performance, 
from whence he can fee the company in 
ef. the boxes; and he never, in his life, ſaw- 
ath any impropriety, or any thing particular 
ga- or remarkable, in Lady Cork's behaviour 
the to the ſaid Mr. Newby : and the reſpon- 
ſhe dent verily thinks, if there had been any 
ze- thing remarkable in her ladyship's beha- 
ge- viour to Mr. Newby, he muſt have ſeen it.

1 Orfery, aged twenty-ſix years, a wit- 

neſs produced and ſworn, = 

" Tothe ſixth, cighth, ninth, and teath 
gies of the ſaid libel, he depoſes and 
ſays, That on or about the ad of Febru- 

ary, 17 77, he, went to live with the ſaid 

Lady Cork as her footman, at her houſe, 

in een Greet, May-Fair, and has con- 

tinued to lixe uith ber ever ſinoe in that 
capagity.; during all which time, the ſaid 

Lady Cork, hath. lived ſeparate. and apart 

ftom her huſband the Right Honpurably 
the Earl of Cork. and Orrery, whom the 

deponent only knows by. fight. _ | 

He further. ſaith,, thas in the courſe of 

laſt June was twelvemonth, (but more par- 

ticularly he cannot remember) a gentle- 

man, then a ſtranger to the deponent, cal- 

led at Lady Cork's houſe, ſometime in the 
forenoon of the day, and deſired this de- 

\ | penent to tell her ladyſhip that his name 
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was Newby, and that he had waited upon 
her with ſome muſic : that this deponent 
carried ſuch meſſage to her lady ſhip; and, 
by her deſire, he ſhewed theſaid Mr. New- 
by into the drawing-room, where her la- 
dyſhip was ſitting : and the deponent then 
ſaw him take ſome muſic out of his poc- 
ket,” That the ſaid Mr. Newby ſtaid with 
her ladyſhip, about a quarter of an hour, 
and then went away. And the deponent 
upon going into the room after he was 
gone, law ſome muſic lying upon one of 
the tables. That, to the beſt of the depo- 
nent's fecollection, as to time, Mr. New- 
by called again, about four or fave days 
afterwards, in the forenoon ; and the depo- 
nent, as before, carried his name to her 
lady hip, and ſhewed him up into the 
drawing-room, where ſhe was fitting ;

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ladyſhip, for a fortnight, or three weeks; 
that, when he called the third time, he 
told the deponent he had brought ſome mu- 
fic for her! ladyſnhip; and the deponent 
took in his name to her ladyſhip, and ſhe 
deſired the deponent to ſnew him up, as 


before; and the deponent thinks he might 


make the ſame ſtay as before. That he 
called again about three or four days after- 
wards, and brought. muſic with him, and 
was ſhewn into the drawing-room to her 
ladyſhip, as before; and made his uſual 
ſtay of half an hour. That the deponent 
is in doubt, whether he called a fifth time; 
that, if he did, it was the laſt time the de- 
ponent ever ſaw him: and he ſaith, that 
he never had the leaſt idea, that any thing 
but what was ſtrictly innocent, ever paſ- 
ſed between the ſaid Lady Cork and Mr. 
Newby; nor was there any part of her 
ladyſhip's behaviour to him, as the depo- 
nent ever obſerved himſelf, . or heard from 
others, whereon to found a ſuſpicion to 
the contrary, And he does verily, and in 
his conſcience believe, the charge brought 
ugainſt Lady Cork, for committing adul- 
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ery with the ſaid Mr. Newby, to be en- 
rely falſe. 

He further ſaith, that he has frequent- 
y ſeen Lady Cork write, and is hereby 
ell acquainted with her manner and 
haracter of hand-writing ; and, having 
now viewed, and carefully peruſed the 
letter, or paper-writing, now ſhewn to 
him, marked C, he faith, that he verily 
believes the whole ſeriesand contents there- - 
of, to be of the proper hand-writing and 
ſuperſcription of Lady Cork ; and he does 
believe, - that, Lady Cork, ſeveral times 
mentioned therein, and who, as he verily 
believes, wrote the ſame; and the Right 
Hon. the Counteſs of Cork and Orrery, 
was, and is one and the ſame perſon. And 
further to the ſaid articles he knows not 
to depoſe; fave that he underſtood that 
Mr. Newby wasa muſician at the theatre 
in the Hay Market. 

To the eleventh and twelfth articles of 
the ſaid libel, he depoſes and ſays, That 
between the intervals of time that Mr. 
Newby ſo called upon her ladyſhip, he 
hath received notes from Lady Cork, di- 
zected to Mr, Newby, together with ſome 
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muſic to be returned; which, by her la- 
dyſhip's direction, he hath given to one of 
her chairmen to take to Mr. Newby. That 
the notes he ſo received from her ladyſhip, 
direQed to Mr. Newby, were not (to the 
beſt of his recolleQion) above three or 
Four in number; that he believes Lady 
Cofk playsalittle upon the guittar, having 
ſeen her now and then take one in her 
hand; and he hath ſeveral times heard 
her ſing: that, excepting the guittar, 
which ſhe had when the deponent went to 
live with her; ſhe had no other muſical 
inſtramentin her houſe. He further faith, 
that, as by him before depoſed, he is well 
acquainted with Lady Cork's manner and 
character of hand- writing: and, having 
now carefully viewed the five feveral pa- 
per-writings, marked D, E, F, G, and 
H, now ſhewn to him, and the ſuperſcrip- 
tions on ſuch of them as are directed, he 
- Raith, that he verily believes the whole ſe- 
ries and contents of the ſaid five papet- 
writings, and the ſaid fuperſcriptions, to 
be all of the proper hand-writings of La- 
dy Cork and he alfo believes, that Lady 
Cork, who (as he believes) wrote and 


ſent the ſaid letters, and who is mention» 
ed therein, and the Right Hon. Ann, 
Counteſs of Cork and Orrery, was, and/ 
is one and the ſame perſon; and that Mr. 
Newby, ſeveral times, mentioned therein, 
and Mr. Newby to whom ſuch of them as 
are ſuperſeribed are directed, and who, a8 
he apprehends, received the ſame from

To the thirteenth, fourteenth, and fif- 
teenth articles of the faid libe], he depoſes 
and ſays, That he never received any or- 
ders from Lady Cork (when Mr. Newby 
hath been with her) to deny any one: 


and, if any ſuch orders had been given 


this depenent muſt have received them, 
as her ladyſhip had, at that time, but one 
footman, which was this deponent, whoſe 
buſineſs it was to open the door, and 
carry in meſſages to her ladyſhip. And 
this deponent can take upon bimſelf to 
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ſay, that her ladyſhip's ſiſter was never 
denied admittance when Mr. Newby was 
with her, or at any other time : that the 
. deponent never, at Mr. Newby's depar- 
ture, went to the window to look after 
him; nor did he ever remark that any of 
the family did. That he verily believes 
Mr. Newby never was with her ladyſhip, 
but what he went into the room to carry 
meſſages to her; and he never remarked 

any thing that could give him a ſuſpicion, 
that any thing improper paſſed between 
them; nor did he ever hear a remark of 
the kind mede by any of the ſervants in 
the family. 

He further ſaith, That her ladyſhip was 
backwards and forwards, as uſual, at Lord

1779; Where ſhe ſtaid ſometimes a week 
and more together, That ſhe was fre- 
quently that Summer at the theatre in the 
Hay-market ; but not more ſo, he believes, 
than at any other Summer : that her lad y- 
ſhip moſtly ſat in the box, next to the 
King's ſtage-box, whenever ſhe went 
there; and, referring to what he hath be- 
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fore depoſed, he knows not further to de- 
poſe to the ſaid articles. 

To the ſixteenth, ſeventeenth, eigh- 
teenth, and nineteenth articles of the ſaid 
libel, he depoſes and ſays, That no letter 
that Lady Cork ever ſent to Mr. Newby, 
was, to this deponent's knowledge or be- 
lief, brought back again by the meſſenger 
carrying the ſame: and the paper-writings, 
marked I and K, being now produced and 
ſhewn to him, and he having carefully 
viewed the ſame, faith, that he believes, 
from his knowledge of herladyſhip'shand- 
writing, the whole ſeries and contents 
thereof, and the ſuperſcriptions thereon, 
to be all of the proper hand-writing of the 
faid Lady Cork; and he believes that La- 
dy Cork, mentioned in the ſaid paper.

The ſame witneſs on interrogatories, admi- 
niſtered on behalf of the Right Hon, 
Ann, Counteſs of Cork and Orrery. 


To the firſt interrogatory (the witneſs 
being reminded of his oath and admoniſh- 
ed) anſwers, That he hath lived with her 
ladyſhip, as her footman, four years the 
{ſecond of laſt February, and ftill continues 
to live with her as ſuch: that he knew her 
ladyſhip by fight, ſeveral years before he 
went to live with her. 

To the ſecond, he anſwers, That he 
never had the leaſt caution given him by 
Lady Cork, or by any other perſon, not 
to come into the room to her, when Mr. 
Newby has been with her. 

To the third interrogatory, he anſwers, 
That Mr. Newby was with Lady Cork 
about four or five times in all, and gene- 
rally ſtaid with her ladyſhip about half an 
hour, or three quarters of an hour; and at 
all the times that he ſo waited upon her la- 
dyſhip, he was ſhewn up into her draw- 


ur- 
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ing-room, in which her ladyſhip always 
ſits and receives perſons: that he never 
had any orders to deny Lady Cork to any 
perſon or perſons whatever, when Mr, 
Newby was fo with her; and never did 
deny her at any of ſuch times: and, at all 
and every of the ſaid times, the reſpondent 
went into and came out of the ſaid room 
where they were fitting, juſt as circum- 
ſtances made it neceſfary, without any reſ-. 
traiat whatever, and in the ſame manner 
as if any other perſon was with her lady- 
ſhip: and he never, at any of ſuch times, 
found the door faſtened when he was going 
into the room; and he verily believes the 
ſame never was faſtened.

To the fifth interrogatory, he anſwers, 
That Lady Cork's houſe in town, from 
the time the reſpondent hath lived with 
her, has been the corner of Queen-ſtreet, 
May Fair : that the room, in which her 
ladyſhip always uſed to ſee Mr. Newby, 
is the room in which her ladyſhip receives 
all perſons who come to her : that ſuch 
room is up one pair of ſtairs, and the cor- 
ner of the ſtreet, with a bow-window to it 
and, from the ſituation, and the number of 
windows in the ſaid room, it is very much 
overlooked by many of the neighbouring 
houſes; and, whatever paſſes in the ſaid 
room, may be ſeen from the ſaid houſes : 
that the ſaid room is cloſe adjoining to the 
ſtair-caſe, and perſons going up and down 
ſtairs, may hear what paſſes therein. 

To the ſixth, he anſwers, That he hath 
never, during the whole of the time he 
bath lived with Lady Cork, ſeen or known 
of any impropriety in her Jadyſhip's behæ 
viour or conduct; nor hath he ever ſuſ- 
pected her ladyſhip of any act not ſtrictly 
virtuous and honoprable ; and that her la- 
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dyſhipisofan amiable diſpoſition, and un- 
exceptionably virtuous, as he verily be- 
lieves. 

To the ſeventh, he anſwers, That ſome 
time in march laſt, a chairman brought a 
meſſage to him at Lady Cork's, that there 
were two perſons at the Blue Poſts, a pub- 
lic houſe in Bond- ſtreet, who deſired to 
ſpeak with him: that he immediately 
went to the ſaid houſe, and, upon his en- 
quiring for the ſaid perſons, he was ſhewn 
into a room up ſtairs; and he there ſaw a 
perſon, dreſſed in black, who called for 
ſome punch, and preſſed the reſpondent 
to drink, and ſaid that he and his friend 
had deſired to ſee the reſpondent, but that 
his friend had ſtept out, and would return 
in a few minutes. The deponent further 
ſaith, That the ſaid perſon never return- 
ed; and that the ſaid perſon in black, was 
John Colledge, as he afterwards found 
out; and had lived with Lord and Lady 
Cork, when they lived together: that ſuch 
perſon told the reſpondent, he was ems 
ployed by Lord Cork to enquire into a 


matter of much conſequence, which he 


ſaid, the reſpondent might be able to ſa- 
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tisfy him in; and he thereupon began to 
enquire what perſons viſited Lady Cork, 
and whether ſhe had not a great connec- 
tion; and he aſked the reſpondent if he 
could not recolle& Mr. Newby ; and the 
reſpondent, not immediately recollecting 
the name, ſaid he could not: and the ſaid 
John Co ſaid, he was ſure the reſpon- 
dent muſt know every thing; and that, if 
he would ſpeak out, reſpecting what he

vants ; and the reſpondent afterwards had 
ſeveral meetings with him upon that buſi-

neſs, and once or twice at a public-houſe 
in Shepherd's Market, in or about the 
month of January or February 1480 ; but 
the reſpondent declares that he never aſ- 
ked him to become a witneſs in the cauſe, 
nor did he ſurmiſe ſuch a thing ; that he 
does remember, in the courſe of converſa- 
tion, at one of their meetings at the ſaid 
public-houſe, that the ſaid Peter Oſborn 
complained of the badneſs of the times,

SUSANNAH JONES, at No. 4, Picca-

To the ſaid libel ſhe depoſes and ſays, 
that ſhe has no knowledge of Lord Cork 
or Lady Cork, parties in thiscauſe, except- 
ing that ſhe has ſeveral times ſeen a gentle- 
man reſpecting this buſineſs, whom ſhe was 
told was Lord Cork; ſhe further ſaith 
that on Aſh Wedneſday, in the year 1779, - 
ſhe went to live as ſervant with the articu- 
late John Charles Newby, at his lodgings 
at the houſe of Mrs, Robbins, a perfumer 
in Oxford-ſtreet, and continued to live with 
him as his ſervant till about the Michael- 
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mas following; and ſhe by that means 
came well to know him, that he is a young 
man between twenty and thirty years of 
age; and during the time this deponent 
lived with him, was employed as a muſici- 
an at the public theatre, that about a 
month after the deponent ſo went to live 
with him, he left Oxford-ſtreet, and took 
lodgings at Mr. Drummond's, in Taviſ- 
tock-ſtreet, Covent-Garden ; where he 
continued to live and reſide when the de- 
ponent left his ſervice ; ſhe further ſays, 
that about a quarter of a year after ſhe ſo 
went to live with the ſaid John Charles 
Newby, but more particularly ſhe cannot 
recollect, a chairman brought a letter, di- 
rected to her ſaid maſter, which he left 
with the de ponent, and which ſhe deliver- 
ed to him: but whether he was at home or 
not, at the time the ſaid letter came, the 
deponent cannot ſay; that ſome ſhort time 
afterwards, ſhe believes it might be a day 
or two, the ſame chairman brought ano- 
ther letter, directed as before, and which 
the deponent delivered to her ſaid maſter 


and from that time, till within about a
